We will be completing all our Town Parks projects

The completion of the consolidation of our new town offices at the former Gander Mountain will be 
done May 1, 2019, which is a cost savings to the residents.

The Town will be undertaking many stormwater projects this year.

Upgrading our new chiller and ice maker at the Recreation Center for hockey and skating events.

I will be completing NYSERDA for High Impact Action Items to earn Clean Energy Community 
designation which will help us to qualify for grants and bring more cost effective environmental 
solutions to New Hartford.

We have integrated and completed our parks and recreation software for online renting of pavilions. 
Register for our summer program online at our website: www.townofnewhartfordny.gov  which will be 
launched April 1, 2019.

Our food truck event was a success with over 1,500 residents attending last year. We are reinitiating it 
this year on Tuesday nights from 4-8 pm beginning May 14th through August 20th, 2019.  We will also 
be implementing our Farmer’s Market the same days from 3-8 pm.

Our annual trash pickup was in such high demand last year, that this year the board decided to 
reinstitute it for 2019.

In 2019, we will be upgrading all of our street lighting and traffic lights to LED. 

We will be replacing our Town of New Hartford welcome signs with a new clean look.

We have received a grant from DEC for $128,000 to install electric vehicle recharging stations at the 
new Town Hall and should be completed this summer.

We will be upgrading 3 of our Police cars to hybrid vehicles.

We will also be upgrading our Animal Control Vehicle this year.

Our firework celebration is on July 5th at Sherrillbrook Park.

Reporting a concern service was such a success last year thanks to all the residents. Please continue to 
use this tool to let us know about issues and concerns you have at www.townofnewhartfordny.gov. 

You can read more about these items inside this newsletter.  I look forward to working with the Town 
residents and the many departments to make this another successful year.  Thank you to the Town 
Board for the smart decisions they have been making both financially and environmentally while 
focusing on the future of New Hartford.  Thank you to the Fire Department, Police, Library, Highway 
Department and Volunteers that make our town a safe and great place to live.

REPORTING A CONCERN SERVICE

Last year’s curbside pickup was a success.  I want to thank all the residents that 
participated and followed the guidelines, making the process run smoothly.  The Board 
has approved to once again implement this great service.  This will take place in the 
month of June.  You can find the schedule in the Highway Department section of this 
newsletter and also on the Town’s website at: www.townofnewhartfordny.gov under 
Service, Highway Department Services.

We have completed all parks programs and services online.  This has made the 
Parks Department completely automated which is a huge cost savings for the 
future.  We have also incorporated our new accounting software upgrade which 
gives town officials real time budget information which aids in making good 
financial decisions.

The Town of New Hartford was consolidated all of its debt, Tuesday Feb 26th of 
$8,266,929 at a remarkably low interest rate of 3.02779% from the successful bidder 
of Robert W. Baird, a financial institution with over 100 years of experience. This puts 
New Hartford in an even better financial position than the previous anticipated rate 
of 3.5% interest rate. The Town has a $576,000 savings over the 23 year payback.  
It made a lot of sense to bond this year instead of banning for a few more years 
and only paying down interest. Now we will be paying down principal and interest 
at a great rate. There are no worries about having to pay higher interest rates in 
the future, as interest rates have been going up. This will be beneficial in creating 
more precise budgets in future years because our debt service is a fixed cost. This 
process took precise coordination of the town board to make timely requirements 
and also having great negotiations with Adirondack Bank.  Due to the great 
partnership with Adirondack Bank, the town was able to save an additional amount 
of approximately $32,000.  These areas where most people don’t look, but have 
the greatest cost savings, while not cutting programs or services and keep moving 
forward in projects upgrading infrastructure.  The Town of New Hartford will keep 
making financially smart decisions and plan for the future while continuing to give 
residents quality of life programs.

We have increased our paving budget by 17% this year giving the opportunity to 
add many more new roads to this year’s paving projects.

Our new state of the art Town Hall project has been a success.  We have been on 
time and on budget.  The Town Supervisor has been running the day to day project 
management of the building at no charge, which has been an overall savings of an 
additional $96,000 to the project.  The new building will not only be a cost savings 
to the town in the future but also gives it a more professional look.

DEC has awarded us a $128,000 grant to deploy 6 new electric vehicle stations at 
the new Town Hall.  Again another great initiative to support our environment for 
the future of New Hartford.

The town and village of New Hartford along with The city of Utica are collaborating 
on Fourth of July festivities this year.

To begin with, the Independence Day Parade route will extend up Genesee Street 
to the village of New Hartford, rather than ending at the Memorial Parkway in Utica. 
The new ending will be the New Hartford Recreation Center at Mill Street and 
Oxford Road.

The town of New Hartford also will host a Party in the Park event the day after the 
Fourth of July at Sherrillbrook Park, similar to Utica’s existing event at Proctor Park, 
where they will have fireworks.

This also will be the first time the town of New Hartford has had fireworks for 10 
years, Miscione said, a service the New Hartford Town Board wanted to bring back.

The parade and both park celebrations will be organized by The Genesis Group.

• 11 a.m. Thursday, July 4, Utica, Regional Independence Day Parade

• 6 p.m. Thursday, July 4, Proctor Park in Utica, Party in the Park

• 6 p.m. Friday, July 5, Sherrillbrook Park in New Hartford, Party in the Park.

We will be upgrading our 40 year old chiller and ice maker at the Recreation Center.  
This long overdue upgrade is necessary.  It will not only be saving approx. $9,000 
in efficiency costs each year but it will also save about $10,000-$15,000 each year 
in repair costs.

I would like to thank Anthony Picente and the County for giving the Town of New 
Hartford over $1.2M in grant funding for the following stormwater projects.  Our 
County Executive has been a true partner to the Town and has been instrumental 
in helping us with our stormwater issues.   By June 1st we will be completing our 
Grange Hill detention pond project.  This summer we will be working on 2 major 
projects in the Mudcreek Watershed:  one on Middlesettlement Road and one on 
Commercial Drive.  These projects will help with stormwater issues that affect our 
commercial corridor and the residents in these areas.

 Brush/green waste should be put curbside no earlier than two days before pickup.

 Brush/green waste will only be picked up from fully developed residential proper-
ties. Brush from lot cleaning will not be picked up.  

 All brush/green waste must be placed in the front of the property.

 Limbs: 6” diameter maximum and no longer than  6-8 feet. No stumps or roots ac-
cepted. Please stack them neatly. 

 Generally, we will not collect over 6 cubic yards (approx. a triangular pile 5’ wide at
the bottom x 5’ high x 35’ long) of brush in any one pickup.

 Do not block ditches, catch basins, and manholes with green waste.

 Please containerize loose green waste items (flowers, hedge clipping, and small
piles of branches) as it makes it easier for our crews to pick up.

 Please be aware that our crews generally pick up green waste items by hand and
place in a compactor. Your compliance with the guidelines makes it easier for our
crews and will make your neighborhood even cleaner.

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This year the department will be administering an on-line registration and charging a fee for participation in our playground programs.  Participants must register for the playgrounds 
as indicated according to their grade completed in the spring of 2019 and elementary school for which they attend.  Only children who are residents of New Hartford and have just 
completed grades K-6 in the spring of 2019 will be eligible to participate in the 2019 program.
